hours out from Dublin—we drew abreast 
of the cliffs of the Saltee Islands. Tho 
lightship that warns the mariner of their 
position is a e of miles to the sea- 
ward of them. It was still aglow, and, 
as we were close to the beacon (but outside 
it), it lit up my cabin through the port- 
hole. Throwing on some clothes, I went 
on deck to fin ny haw apparently, quite 
alone in the half-light of the early June 
morning of last year. As the daylight 
increased two s could just be seen on 
the high bridge above the upper deck, 
behind the canvas dodyer—so the ship was 
not being steered by a wireless beam, as 
one might have supposed at first. 

The view of the larger of the Saltces 
from the sea has a resemblance to Ire- 
land’s Eve, seen from the North, but the 
islands are, of course, of large size. A 
farmer lives on the great island, and does 
well over the rabbits, which are plentiful. 
A yachting friend tells me that, if this 
island chief likes the cut of your jib, he 
will give permission for a day’s shooting, 
provided you give up your bag in the 
evening—less a couple or so for your 
boat’s dinner. 

Tt was on the Saltees that Bagenal 
Harvey (the insurgent leader, though a 
Protestant landowner) -hid after the rising 
of 1798. After several weeks’ hiding with 
his family in a cave, he was arrested by 
a military party from the mainland, 
twelve miles distant, and executed later, 
There is a tradition at Kilmore Quay that 
Harvey was discovered through the care- 
lessness of a servant meid, Traces of 
soapsuds on the stones—outside the 
cleverly concealed entry to the cave— were 
noticed by a keen-sighted soldier, 


THE HOOK LIGHTHOUSE, 


The great ray of the Hook Lighthouse 
was now seen ahead. A few miles more 
and we slowed down for the sharp turn to 
starboard round the Hook, and entered 
the noble estuary of the Suir bound for 
Waterford. Daylight had come, clear and 
cold, and a thin gleam of sun was rolling 
the mists off the cliffs of Dunmore East 
(County Waterford), which face the low- 
lying Hoak peninsula (County Wexford) 
across three miles of river mouth. 

The Hook Lighthouse, so far as T ean 
learn, is the only tower in the Irish Lights 
service that- was not built for the purpose, 
Be, that as it may, it is a real piece of 
ancientry, being the actual strong tower 
of defence built by the Norman invaders, 
in the reign of Henry II., on the spot 
where they landed—both as protection for 
themselves and as a seamark to guide the 
ships of their nation, coming with fresh 
troops and colonists. There it stands now; 
since 1169, an example for Irish masons. 
I have dwelt on the Hook peninsula 
partly for its importance to Dunmore. 
The Hook juts out into the sea, to the 
South, ‘several miles further than Dun- 
more’s situation ; and, though the latter's 
picturesque harbour is snug enough, 
Dunmore Bay is exposed to easterely gales 
from the direction of the peninsula 
opposite. “Sure we couldn’t live at all 
here only for the Hook,” said a Dunmore 
fisherman to me, 


‘“ENDEAVOURING ” FOR DUNMORE. 


I must pass over the ' twenty-mile 
voyage upstream to  Waterford—a 
panorama of surpassing beauty, so wild at 
first, go soft and pastoral later on, Tt has 
won the praise of travellers, from Queet 
Victoria to Mr. Stephen Gwynn and the 
English editors of guide-books to Ireland. 
Í have voyaged on the Shannon from 
Limerick to Lough Key in Leitrim, and 
have seen the Shannon estuary from the 
hill above Foynes, sailed from Youghal to 
Cappoquin on the Blackwater, and from 
Drogheda to Beauparc on the Boyne—but 
the Waterford river comes first in my 
regard. How many of our Dublin people 
know it? 

After two days in Waterford, I 
endeavour to reach Dunmore. The hotel 
elerk echoed, ‘‘ How do you get te Dun- 
more ?’’ and went off to make inquiries. 
It then appeared that a ’bus service was 
started to Dunmore two days before, but 
dropped at oncé from want of passengers. 
That there was no railway service I knew, 


but did not know that the little steamer |. 


of pre-war days had not been running to 
Dunmore since then. I called on the 
‘bus proprietor at his private residence, 
but he was adamant about trying even 
one more day on the Dunmore-Waterford 
run. How could I get there to see the 
place for a day? Well, the hiring of a car 
at a pound or ao was the only way—unless 
I was willing to travel in an old Ford 
lorry which had had a few benches put 
on it, and a canvas cover rigged overhead. 
I was warned however, that many parcels 
were carried, mixed up with passengers, 
and that I might find the journey 
“yather jolty.”’ Inquire for Mr. 
“Bunny”? ‘Murphy at such a place off 
the Waterford Quay. I found the caravan 
and ifs courteous and resourceful owner, 
and we started for Dunmore at 2 p.m. 


“RICH, RETIRING AND GENTEEL.” 


I asked a passenger at what hour I 
could ge back to Waterford, and was told 
that this 'bus would not leave Dunmore 
again until next day. This was a shock. 
fs I had no fuggage with me of any kind, 
and I Jearned that I could not buy 
pyjamas in Dunmore. However, to the 
faint-hearted there are always lions in the 


: path, and I refused to rank myself with 


such. So onward we went, Mr. Murphy’s 
machine skilfully piloted covering the 
ground well. 

Opening Egan’s “History and Guide to 
Waterford’’ (which I had with me), 
published about 1893, I read as follows :— 

‘Having turned Credan Head in a 
voyage down-stream, we find onrselves 
facing into Dunmore Bay. We are now 


‘about setting foot upon a prosperous, 


fashionable, aristocratic neighbourhood, 
whieh verily ‘looks down’ upon all vulgar 
watering places along this southern coast. 
Tramore may be big and populous, Woods- 
sig may be large and sublime, if empty, 
but Jet none of them dare to intrude when 
Dunmore, fich, retiring and genteel, 
comes to put itself in view. Bare, big 
strands, with a pitiless sun pouring down 
the genith of his scorching rays wpon 
them, may be to some inviting; but give 
me the secluded nooks by the shore, with 
plenty of wood and springing herbage 
under foot, for a plesant sojourn. Such 
is Dunmore.. The conglomerate, or sand. 
stone, which banks the bay, yields to an 
ever-teasing ocean, which shapes it into 
all manner of cliffs, caves and recesses that 
make wildness and batrehess so very 
beautiful.’’ 

Dunmoye (' Great Fort”) vesembles 
Howth in some respects, being situated 
on a rocky promontory, four miles wide, 
edged with high cliffs all rownd, save at 
Lower Dunmore—which lies in a pretty 
hollow—where for a short distance the 
road is only fifteen feet above the strand. 
This foreshore, Dun Strand, is seldom 
used for bathing. The adjoining sandy 
stretch, the C lor’s Strand, though 
ouly about a hundred yards long, is the 
‘opular resort foy mixed bathing ; but 
-iony Cove, nearer the harbour, is also 
i rpose, The Ladies’ 
is a tiny, but beautiful, nook.

A MILD CLIMATE. 
The only regular place that non- 
swimmers cannot use is the men’s bathing 
lace, next Badger’s Cove, below the Park. 
ere is not a bathing-box in the whole 
of Dunmore, but no one feels the want of 
such artificialities, as there are so many 
hollows and archways in the cliffs. There 
is but small apparent difference between 
high and low tide, which is convenient for 
bathing and pleasant from the view-point. 
In the harbour vessels can enter at all 
times, there being no less than eighteen 
feet of water at low tide. Among the 
yachts lying there, I noticed a nine-ton 
yawl from Scotland, and an able sixty- 
ton auxiliary ketch from Dublin, belonging 
to Sir Thomas Myles (owner on board), 
which is well known in Dunmore. 
The climate here is much milder than 
that of Dublin, “reembling that oí the 


Cork and ‘Kerry coast. “All abe garden 


flowers were larger and fitter than thosé 
round Dublin Bay. The ae shrubs, 
too, grow and flower generously. No 
doubt, the hilly ground ronnd Dunmore 
forms a good shelter. Tn addition, close 
to the village and behind it to the west, 
is a fine belt of woodland, two miles long, 
which is pierced by a road in one place 
only, This is the steep thoroughfare 
dividing the church from the shady 
grounds of the hospitable rectory, the resi- 
dence of the Archdeacon of Waterford, 
As regard the churchyard,, there are no 
really old tombstones in it. Canon 
Gimlette, author of “The Huguenot 
Sattlers in Ivreluand,”’ and Lord James 
Butler are buried there. The latter built 
Cliff House, on the sea-front (after 
leaving Rutland square, Dublin), and died 
in 1805. 


ET EGO IN ARCADIA, 


That Dunmore should have no line of 
railway to it, no steamer servies at all, 
or bus service from Waterford (that would 
take the visitor back to town again the 
same day), would not be sufficien’ reason 
for calling it Arcadia. Yet, apart from 
its fourteen miles of retirement from 
Waterford by road, there are many 
characteristics of the place and its in- 
habitants dating from a simpler time, a 
more spacious day, than that which now 
frets and frays us. I spent three whole 
months in the village, and this is what 
I found:—No bare-footed or ragged 
people, adults or children. No beggars, 
or even anyone idle or unemployed. No 
untidy cottages-or frowsy, dirty inmates, 
and not a single tipsy person or tavern- 
loafer—although there are two spirit 
grocers, as well as two hotel bars, No ill 
manners or noisy conduct... No comic 
picture posteards, and the few landscape 
cards on sale aré mainiy the work of a 
local amateur photographer, No cinema, 
dance hall or street musicians. Every 
gate I used opened and shut properly, and 
hardly a single wall or stile wanted even 
n sliocht repair. The villagers speak 
rorrect English, without any “ brogue”’ 
or slang words. In ¢very other way they 
are racy of the soil—but their game is 
cricket, if you please, 


NO GOLF CLUB. 


The tennis club’s ground is only eighty 
yards from the cliff’s*edge. On two sides 
are trees and masses of flewering shrubs, 
while in front shines the estuary of the 
Suir, enlivened by the passing of vessels, 
some of which are sailing ships. The ciub 
ground at Carrickmines, in our Dublin 
County, is charmingly situated, but, in 
position, the one at Dunmore exceeds it 
altogether. To keep up its character for 
singularity, Dunmore has no golf club. 
The links ‘are-made, but were abandoned 
for want of support, after some hundreds 
of pounds had been spent on them. They 
also lie along the top of the cliff, with a 
finer view even than the club on Scrabo 
Hill has over. Strangford Lough. There- 
fore, tliere is no golf talkin the place—a 
creat attraction some people will say. 

Miss Braddon, the novelist, has praised 
Dunmore as the most delightful seaside 
place she knew. Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw has contented himself with voyaging 
as far as Rosslave, which he called “a 
haven of infinite peace.” I am glad that 
he did not travel on to Dunmore? for if 
he had heard of Miss Braddon’s praise, 
he, after his manner, might have started 
“crabbing” it. . There are no “ pro- 
fessional ’’ landladies in Dunmore; every: 
body has some other source of income. 
Rooms are generally engaged shortly after 
Christmas, as they are very scarce. 
Quaint, thatched cottages are a feature of 
the place; there are over a dozen in the 
upper village and rather more in the 
lower; only a few years ago there were 
twice as many. They, or part of them, 
are let furnished and the rent is not low: 
but most of them are not ordinary cottages 
inside, There is one—it looks like two 
cottages made into one, or, perhaps, 
specially built—that has behind its tall 
hedge a grass plot in front, nearly large 
enough for a tennis court. 


ROMANCE IN THE GLOAMING. 


I was in a primitive sort of general 
shop, buying a water-colour sketch of the 
cliffs, done by a visitor. After a leisurely 
talk on the scenery, the proprietor (a lady 
of seventy years) told me that her mother, 
in her girlhood, had often seen in the 
harbour the large yachts of the Duke of 
St. Albans, the Marquis of Bute and many 
other noblemen and gentlemen. Local 
landowners, such as Lord Fortescif, Lord 
Carew and the Earl of Huntington would 
likely be there, or the Earl of Carrick, 
Sir John Blunden, and others from 
County Kilkenny. The Marquis of 
Waterford’s yacht might be among the 
fleet ; for Dunmore was a property of his 
which he never tired of improving, 
regurdiess of cost, or of inducing his 
friends to visit. ‘In the evenings,’’ said 
ny informant, “ my mother had seen the 
ladies and gentlemen come ashore from 
the yachts and dance on the new pier.”’ 

Shade of Fragonard or of Watteau, here 
is a picture for your delicate brush—the 
stately, gaily-decked vessels; the saloons 
lit up with scores of wax candles; the 
belles and beaux of William the Fourth’s 
(or the girl Victoria’s) day in their 
picturesque costuines, bowing and curtsey- 
ing in the minuet or quadrille. In the 
langorous summer eve, under the golden 
harvest moon, ‘‘eyes looked love to eyes 
that spoke again, and all went merry as 
a marriage bell.”’ Above from the 
Shannoon (Seen Uain), the village girls 
looked down enchanted. 

Unspoiled Dunmore East! The poet 
had such a folk as you in mind when he 
wrote, ' Far from the maddine crowds’ 
ignoble strife, their soher Wishes fever 
learnt to stray.” Still you are—if not 
go rich—*‘ retiring and genteel.’’ T repeat 
the latter term not in the stuffy meaning 
peculiar to the horsehair and antimacassar 
period, but in its original and gracious 
sense—ge n tel.

The seagulls, however, get most of tho 
food, and the cleverness they exercise in 
picking. up the scraps of bread is remark- 
able. One particular gull which turns u 
day after a is especially accomplished, 
and it has brought poaching to a fine art. 
I watched this gull the other day, and in 
about ten minutes it had eaten enough 
bread and bitcnits to make a meal for a 
well-grown ehild. ., 

Although ihe gulls may be attractive, it 
is not generally known that they are 
responsible for the destruction of a great 


-number of the young ducklings which are 


hatched out in spring. Rats devour a 
large proportion of the remainder, and 
these two enemies account for the fact 
that, though hundreds of ducklings are 
hatched each year, only about a score ever 
reach adult stage. 

Last spring I saw one seagull carry off 
n day-old’duckling to the parapet of a 
neighbouring house, where the prey was 
promptly eaten. The gull then returned 
to the lake to be fed by its unsuspecting 
admirers.

Dublin’s Markeis. 


Most Dubliners are, unfortunately, only 
too familiar with one of their markets 
which is so placed as to inconvenience its 
patrons, disfigure a fine residential suburb, 
und play havoc with traffic every Thurs- 
day. Why some really serious effort is 
not made to transfer the Cattle Market to 
the neighbourhood of the railways and the 
quays beats my power of understanding. 
But even more strange is the fact that 
the markets which should be the profitable 
daily resort of thousands of citizens are 
so concealed that not one Dubliner in ten 
—possibly not one in fifty—knows exactly 
where they are. 

Hidden away in a maze of narrow and 
derelict streets behind the Four Courts the 
vegetable, fish and fruit markets might as 
well be in Timbuctoo so far as their 
practical value to the average purchaser 
is concerned. The corresponding markets 
in Belfast—housed in fine buildings in a 
central position—are the early morning 
resorts of thousands of thrifty housewives 
equipped with baskets, perambulators, or 
other means of transport, The result is 
that the average Belfast wage-earner gets 
at least as much provender for a shilling 
as his opposite number in Dublin gets for 
half-a-crown. Now I see that London has 
made arrangements to break away from 
the congestion of Covent Garden and is 
spending £2,000,000 on new markets at 
Spitalfields. Is there no hope that the 
City Commissioners will decorate their cap 
With a real feather by giving Dublin some- 
thing of the same kind? 


Ringsend. 


Apropos of Irish place names, writes a 
correspondent, in spite of the fact of 
having lived in Dublin all my life, I 
never noticed the paradoxical nature of 
the name ‘“‘Ringsend’’ until it was 
pointed out to me by an English friend. 
One explanation of the origin of the name 
is that at one time a number of wooden 
piles, with rings attached for mooring 
vessels, were driven into the banks of the 
river, and that the furthest point to 
Which they extended became known as 
“Tiing’s End.” Or it may be a hybrid 
word—‘‘ Rinn’s end,” ‘‘rinn’’ being the 
Trish word for a peninsula, which position 
Ringsend occupied in former times, when 
for nearly two hundred years it was the 
principal packet station in Treland.

| 2RN's New Studios. 


The reconstruction of the old General 
Post Office building in O'Connell street is 
now nearing completion, and already 
many officials aré at work there. " 

In that part of the building, writes a 
correspondent, I found the new broadcast- 
ing studios. The contrast to the former 
makeshift arrangements in Little Denmark 
street is strikifig. The first thing one 
notices is the lift; for the old studio was 
approached by one ‘hundred and thirty- 
two—or was it three hundred and twenty- 
oné—steps. Anyway, if one arrived at the 
last moment it was difficult to avoid 
giving an impression of a storm at sea 
when facing the microphone out of 
breath. 

The new studios nuthber three. The 
largest, which is used for orghestral 
hroadcasts, measures forty feet square. 
The second is about half that size and 
the smallest is reserved for the broadcast- 
ing of gramaphone records. 

The engineers’ control room is situated 
between the two larger studios and beside 
the smallest. Through three observation 
windows the engineer can see at a glance 
what is happening in the studios. A 
“change over” from one to another can 
be made instantly. 

For example, the orchestra may be 
assembled ready to play in the large 
studio while Signor Forte is singing in the 
smaller one. The moment the signor 
finishes the announcer who is with him 
announces the orchestra and signals to the 
engineer. He switches over to the big 
studio, the red signal Jamp lights and the 
orchestra begins to play. 

So soon as’ the orchestra finishes the 
engineer switches back to the smaller 
studio, where the cast of a radio play are 
waiting to start. Delays ave thus avoided, 
ond, as the studios are not used con- 
tinuously, they can be properly ventilated. 


Foreign Relays. 


In the control room several receiving 
sets are being constructed. Tach is 
designed to give maximum efficiency of 
reception on a particular wave-length, anc 
hetween them they will cover the entire 
broadcast hand, from the very shortest to 
the longest waves. 

Bv means of these receivers continental 
and foreign stations will be picked up and 
relayed by Dublin. It is hoped that these 
relays will interject a spice of variety into 
the: programmes and give listeners an 
opportunity to compare our performers 
with those of other nations, 


Gram and ‘Bus. 


Despite the inereasing number of "buses 
operating between Rathfarnham and 
Whitechurch and O’Connell Bridge, via 
liathgar and Rathmiines, tle Terenure 
tramcars seem to be as well supported as 
ever, in the mornings, at lunch time, and 
at night. The receipts of the tramway 
company, of course, may prove that such 
is not actually the case, but a. friend 
living at Rathmines tells me that he has 
to stand during his tram journey to town 
as often as ever, while a seat to himself 
in the upstairs saloon is never obtained 
until Grafton street is reached. The ‘buses 
also are well patronised, but their greatest 
period of popularity seems to be in the 
evening. A walk from the house to the 
nearest tramway stop is usually a welcome 
after-breakfast constitutional, but in the 
evening, after a theatre or a meeting in 
in town, one likes to be transported as 
near one’s home as possible, I notice, br 
the way, that the leading London motor 
transport papers, and also our Irish Motor 
News, recently have discontinued the use 
of the apostrophe before tlie word ’bus. 
The trade press, however, cannot be 
accepted as setting a standard for the 
Knelish language, even where technical, 
or semi-technical, terms are concerned. 


Roads and Motor Import Taxes. 


Following my recent reference to the 
deplorable condition of the Free State 
Road Fund, I am glad to see that Mr. C. 
Byrne, as Chairman of Wicklow County 
Council, has announced his Council’s 
intention to press for certain measures of 
justice to motor owners and other road 
users. Now that it is evident that the 
revenue from motor licence duties is 
unequal to the demands for reconstructing 
road surfaces and keeping them in repair, 
Mr. Byrne urges that something like 
£500,000 a year, which motor owners pay 
in er taxes on their purchases, should 
be debited to the Road Fund, and used 
to pay the capital charges on a £4,000,000 
loan for road construction purposes. 

The proposal seems to me to be as 
irresistible in its logic as it is in its 
practical value, Motorists, as motorists. 
pay the whole of these import duties just 
as Clearly as they pay for their licences. 


Dublin's Saunterers. 


Your remarks regarding the Dublin 
pedestrian’s predilection for sauntering, 
writes a correspondent, recalls to my 
mind some interesting facts regarding the 
etymolory of this word, It is said that 
in the times of the crusades many men of 
nll classes sold their lands and possessions 
preparatory to getting forth to the Holy 
War, not a few thinking in anticipation 
of the rich and fertile country in whieh 
they hoped to make their permanent 
abode. Numbers who were thus tem- 
porarily rendered homeless were readily

Re-planning London. 


The announcement that Mr. Raymond 
Unwin, F.R.1.B.A., is relinquishing his 
post as chief town-planning adviser to the 
British Ministry of Local Government in 
order to take charge of the preparation of 
a “‘regional plan - of Greater London 
recalls the fact that Mr. Unwin paid 
many Visits in a similar connection to 
Dublin.

“COCKET ' TAX PROTEST. 


An interesting item in the annual report 
of the Cork Chamber of Commerce, which 
was presented during the past week, is a 
protest against the continued enforcement 
of the “cocket and entry tax,” which is 
leviable on all foreign goods imported 

Cork port. It is described as an 
unfair burden on city merchants, which 
should be wiped out at an early date. 

Before 1922 thé receipts from the tax 
averaged only £160, but since the estab- 
lishment of the Free State there has been 
a great increase in the number of articles 
imported under the classification of 
“foreign goods,” and the collections have 
now been increased by close on 1,000 per 
cent. During the year ended 31st July 
last £1,650 was derived from the tax, of 
which 10 per cent. is deducted to cover 
the cost of collection, the remainder being 
divided equally between the Cork Com- 
mercial Buildings Co. and the Cork 
Harbour Board. 

The Chamber of Commerce has pro- 
tested to the tribunal set up by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
for the purpose of inquiring into the ad- 
ministration of the Free State ports and 
harbours against the continued collection 
of cockets on not only goods of cross- 
Channel origin, but also on goods from 
countries other than Great Britain. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The Cork Harbour Board’s efforts to 
relieve some of the want and distress 
which is so prevalent in the Southern 
capital by providing employment for an 
additional number of workmen during the 
three weeks preceding Christmas will be 
heartily approved. Their practical step 
to brighten the lives of less fortunate 
members of the community might well be 
followed by other public bodies through- 
out the country. It was rather disappoint- 
ing to find that the number to be taken 
on at present is not as great as had been 
originally intended, but with the develop- 
ment of schemes for the improvement of 
the port the total should be considerably 
increased early in the new year. Increased 
employment under the Commissioner's 
administration, together with the develop- 
ment of the Ford industry here, which is 
expected to absorb upwards of five 
thousand hands, will go a ns way 
towards the solution of the problem in 
Cork City. 


| The fact that within three days more 
than three hundred applications have been 
received for the Board's thirty vacancies 
indicates the seriousness of the question. 
The terrible conditions in which some of 
the applicants exist. almost baffle descrip- 
tion. Large families, with but a er ó 
room as a “home,” are by no means un- 
common in the poorer districts of the city. 
Mr. R. 8S. Anthony, the constituency’s 
Labour re ive in the Dail, suggests 
that the unemployment returns are by no 
means a fair indication of the situation. 
Many of the victims, he says, are no longer 
qualified to receive benefits, and in con- 
sequence do not register at the local 
Labour Exchange. 


LIMERICK HOUSING. 


In an effort to meet to some extent the 
housing shortage in Limerick City, the 
local Soroush Council is taking steps to 
formulate a scheme, under which the Com- 
mercia] Utility Society will be given a loan 
of £200 per house for the building of fifty 
houses. This decision was reached at & 
recent meeting of the Corporation Housing 
Committee, when an application was re- 
ceived from the Society for grants towards 
its scheme. It was stated that the Society 
were prepared to take up the building of 
fifty houses, and grants were requested for 
sixteen of these, which they proposed to 
erect on the a ac site, if the 
Corporation i 

The latter amha cannot be decided 
pending consultations with the Law 
Advisor, but it is sugpested that the 
ground rents oí the íront site at Farran- 
shone should be sold, with a view to giving 
the Society a free grant of £40 per honse 
for these sixteen dwellings. The Com- 
mittee’s decision, so far as it goes, Is an 
earnest of its desire to face the problem 
in a practical way. It may be mentioned 
that, in addition to the grant. from the 
Corporation, there will be a free grant of 
£100 per house when the new Housing Bill 
passes into law. 


CORK’S NEW CORPORATION. 


It is evident that the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health was sincere 
in his desire to meet, as far as possible, 
the wishes of all parties in his bill for the 
re-establishment of a Borough Council in 
Cork. In every step he took that end was 
always in view, and in view of the storm 
of criticism with which the measure was 
first greeted, the general approval of the 
bill as it now stands is a fitting tribute 
to his efforts. His decision to increase 
the strength of the new Council to 
eighteen, which was first announced 
exclusively in the Irish Times on Tuesday 
last, did not come as a great surprise, but 
few anticipated that he would accede to 
the demand from the Opposition for a re- 
presentation of twenty-one. 

This membership should remove a! 
question of the possible failure of minor1- 
ties to secure a voice in civic administra- 
tion, and the fact that the entire Council 
will be returned at the first election 1n- 
stead of the three years’ instalment 
system originally proposed, removes 
another stumbling block. The Minister 
has retained his proposal, that one-third 
of the Council should be elected annually, 
and for this purpose the last seven on the 
list of members returned at the first elee- 
tion will retire at the end of the first 
year, and the second seven twelve months 
later. After 1030, therefore, seven 
members will be returned annually for a 
period of three years. ir 

As a certain portion of the civic budget 
must be presented every year in March, 
the first election of members before that 
time is very desirable, if the Council is to 
be given a fair chance of success by 
beginning its activities under its own 
economic programme. For this reason It 
is anticipated that the borough, which will 
constitute one electoral area, will be 
engaged in an election campaign early in 
the new year, polling day probably being 
towards the middle of February next. 


LIMERICK PORT. 


During the past week there has been a 

revival of the proposal for the extension 
of the Limerick Docks and the construc- 
tion of a railway line from the port to 
the Great Southern system. The scheme 
was the subject of a Departmental inquiry 
during the summer months, but was 
turned down on the ground that the ex- 
penditure involved in the two projects was 
too great in view of the Board’s present 
financial position.. The suggestions were 
brought forward in the first instance to 
aid the development of the port, as it is 
realised that Limerick’s proximity to the 
Shannon electricity base should have a 
very material effect on the future pros- 
perity of the city, and should make it a 
centre of distribution when power is avail- 
able. 
It is contended that there can be no 
full development of the port’s trade unless 
the present dock is extended and a link 
line is also desirable. For this reason 
a considerable amount of public interest 
was shown in a conference of the members 
of the Harbour Board, called to consider 
a scheme formulated by the Mayor of 
Limerick (Councillor M. J. Keyes). The 
roceedings were private, but it was 
Bad that Mr. Keyes’s proposals, 
which, he declares, would enable both pro- 
jects to be undertaken within the financial 
ability of the Board, were favourably con- 
sidered. They will, therefore, be placed 
before the Harbour Board at an early 
date, when the details of the new scheme 
will be made public.

It is suggerted that railway companies 
aro called upon to contribute in an -unfair 
degree to the reconstruction and maintenance 
ot roads. This misrepresentation should, 
surely, have been removed by the statement 
of the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
when he (in the Dail on the 28th March, 
1927), said clearly that the total contribution 
of railway companies, as ratepavers. for road 
} purposes is less than £45,000 per annum. 

“Upon the other hand, ‘bus and other 
motor owners contribute annual sums which 
now considerably exceed £1,000,000 per an- 
mam. In other words, motor operators actu- 
ally pay more than twenty times the amount 
which railway companies contribute for road 
works. Not only so, but, from Ministerial 
statements, it has been made clear that the 
contribution of railway companies—and of all 
other ratepayers—to the costs of road con- 
struction and maintenance is to-day actually 
upon a lower scale than it was in 1913, This 
means that if there were no motor transport 
to-day in the Free State ratepayers (including 
railway companies) would actually be paying 
more than their present total contribution 
towards the cost of road construction and 
maintenance. 

WIDESPREAD RESULTS. 

“My committee submit,” continues Mr. 
Perkerry, “ that any form of tax which is 
conceived to obstruct road transport is bound 
to react in a detrimental way upon every 
economic and social interest. of the com- 
munity, and, in the end, to cripple railway 
interests themselves by reducing the total 
volume of sgagS mis Írom which (if the neces- 
ms rp ee a anv ype ie are made) railway 
shareholders would ultimately rea ir ful 
share of benefit. Fun 

“The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
made it, clear in a recent statement that rail- 
way receipts had suffered very much more 
severely from the competition of privately 
owned cars than from the* competition of the 
motor ‘bus. “his point of vital importance 
should not be lost sight of. 


" CLEAR STATEMENT WANTED. 

It has been suggested that new sources 
of revenue may be required for the purpose 
of making and maintaining roads. Such 
claims, in the view of my Committee, cannot 
be fairly advanced until a clear statement has 
been issued by the Government to show that 
the various purposes to which the Road Fund 
(derived solely from motorists’ taxation) has 
recently been applied. If, as my committee 
has reason to believe, such resources are 
being diverted to schemes from which motor 
ists receive no benefit whatever, it will he 
difficult to justify anything in the nature 
of new imposts on any section of the motor- 
ing community. 

“It is necessary, also, to add that the 
average number of ’bus passengers per mile 
1s much less than any figure which has beer 
suggested in the public Press. At certain 
times of the year ‘bus services are carried 
on for the convenience of the travelling 
public at definite and heavy losses to "bus 
proprietors.’’ 


EARLY MORNING FIRE 
IN BANTRY. 


TOWN HOSES USELESS. 


A fire broke out at the rear of Mr. Denis 
Cotter’s bakery and grocery shop in Main 
street, Bantry, in the early hours of last 
Friday morning. The Town Commissioners’ 
hoses and connections were brought on the 
scene, but when efforts were made to make 
them effective by connecting with the water 
main the hoses were found to be useless, 
several lengths being rotten, owing to old 
age. By this time the fire had spread to 
Messrs. J. Cullinane and Co.’s extensive 
drapery establishment. 

The hoses from Messrs. Biggs and Co.’s 
mills were brought into play by many of 
Messrs. Biggs’s staff, who succeeded im 
getting it under control, but not before con- 
siderable damage had been done by the tiro 
and water to both Mr. Cotter’s and Messrs. 
Cullinane’s shops and stocks. 

The fire was first discovered by Whiddvy 
Island and Bantry boatmen returning from 
fishing in the bay, who saw the glare of the 
fire over the town, and they lost no time im 
rowing ashore. The local Civic (Guards 
assisted in subduing the flames.

HEAD “PARK. 
WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 


Recently statements have been made in 
refernce to the amenties of Bray Head Park, 
which have provoked protests in several 
quarters. It is submitted by those who are 
particularly interested in the scenery of the 
district, and im the maintenance of Bray 
Head as a public pleasure resort, that the 
reported untidy condition of the place has 
been greatly exaggerated. 

There is no doubt that, so far as the 
Department of Agriculture is concerned, par- 
ticular interest has been taken in the plan- 
tation of Bray Head. 


THE PLANTATIONS. 


Perhaps, an extract from the report to 
the Department on the plantations that have 
been carried out up to October 24, 1928, will 
convey to doubting minds facts which are 
at least proof that the plantation of Bray 
Head has not been dealt with by the Depart- 
ment in any loose or casual way. 

It appears that during 1924 and 1925 25,000 
trees were planted on the Head. The great 
enemy of these plantations has been fire. The 
carelessly flung cigarette or lighting match in 
the dry weather has caused serious de- 
struction in the plantations. 

In a report to Mr. P. J. Meghen, the Com- 
missioner for Bray, the Secretary to the De- 
partment of Agriculture states that since the 
plantation of the 25,000 trees was made 9,000 
trees have disappeared through one Cause or 
another. 7 

Mr. Meyrick, Secretary to the Department, 
has informed the Commissioner that “there 
is no evidence that the danger of fire has 
heen overcome, or that any new planting 
or be protected better than the original 
planting. 


THE PLANTER’'S REPORT. 
As regards the work done by the Depart- 


BRAY 


encountered in the process of plantation and 
the nursing of growth after plantation, there 
is something in the tone of the planters’ re- 
port to the Department which should excite 
the sympathy of all who take interest in 
what has been done to improve the appear- 
ance of the Head; and. to secure in it 
amenities which will afford pleasure in the 
future to a wider public than is immediately 
concerned in Bray and its environs. 

After having planted 25,000-trees in 1924, 
it was reported to the Department in Octo- 
‘ber, 1928, as follows :— 

ae ee good deal 
labour has been _ recently 
grass cleaning, and the

cared for. No further damage by fire 
has occurred since my last report, and tres- 
pass within the enclosures is small, only two 
places being found where the wire had been 
broken or raised to form an entrance. 

“Fire is still a danger that has to be con- 
tended with, and the formation of fire breaks 
where the growth of bracken is dense is 
recommended. These should take the form 
of Strips running at right angles across the 
plantation, kept clear of bracken. etc., by 
cutting or by the breaking wp of the sur- 
face soil, In the event of an outbreak, these 
would confine the fire to a small area, and

ALLEGED ASSAULT ON CIVIC 
GUARD. 


When a farmer named John Cochrane. of 
Greaghlough, County Cavan, was charged at 
Bailieborough District Court, with the larceny, 
or, alternatively, with unlawful possession, 
of a bicycle, he found himself also called to 
answer charges of assaulting and obstructing 
a member of the Civic Guard 

After evidence had been given about the 
loss of a bicycle which belonged to Henry 
Thistle, of Greaghlough, Guard Daly gave ew- 
dence. He stated that on the 16th September 
Alexanaer Thistle took him to a disused house 
on Cochrane’s land, where they saw the parts 
of the bicycle hanging in the chimmey. The 
defendant was brought to the place, and after 
some conversation made a rush at the Guard, 
caught him by the throat, and held him till 
Alexander Thistle came between them.” After- 
wards the defendant caught hold of him at 
the throat a second time. Later at the de- 
fendant’s house, Cochrane put up his fists 
and said, “I am sorry I did not kill you to- 
day.” He used other threatening expressions, 
and, said Guard Daly. “ we thought it advis- 
able not to attempt to arrest him.” He was 
behaving ‘‘ like a regular madman.’” He was 
arrested three days later. 

The case was adjourned for further hearing, 
and the accused man-was admitted to hail.

For by far the 
greater number of the present unemployed 
emigration, if not repugnant, is impossible. 
“It is difficult enough to organise the 
migration of 100,000 people a year, but to 
attempt to deal with threé or four times 
that number in present circumstances is 
quite impracticable.”’ 

Now, unemployment is most serious in 
two fields—in the coal mines and in the 
manufacturing industries. Revival in the 
coal .mines. never is likely to be complete, 
and even partial revival. depends on a 
reorganisation of the mining industry on 
scientific lines, which can be executed only 
slowly. - In the manufacturing industries 
the problem is more complex, but yet 
more hopeful of a reasonably. early solu- 
tion. Throughout the world, as a conse- 
quence of economic depression, the demand 
for Britain's manufactured goods has 
fallen. Small demand creates unemploy- 
ment, and this in turn lessens the home 
demand. How is demand to be restored? 
The fact must be faced that the foreign 
demand, even apart from the results of 
the war, never will recover. Long before 
the war decline was apparent. For fifty 
years the export of British manufactures 
to Germany, France and the United States 
has been shrinking, while British imports 
from those lands have been growing. On 
the other hand, the proportion of British 
exports to the overseas parts of the:Empire 
has been maintained, and even, in some 
cases, has increased. The lesson is ébvious. 
England’s hope is to encourage, to stimu- 
late and to increase her trade in the 
markets under the British flag. in expogt 
trade to foreign lands England’s position 
is simply one of.a trade competitor. “ No 
considerations enter in except those of 
accessibility to the market, quality and 
price.”’ Export trade within the Empire, 
on the other hand, “can be co-ordinated 
with a national policy having the definite 
objective of achieving social and political 
results.” Migration to lands outside the 
Empire signifies loss. Inside the Empire 
migration means gain; for it signifies the 
enlargement of the population of lands 
that from the mother 
country. 

It is here that the economic importance 
of the: Colotiies is evident. In the self- 
governing Dominions industries are 
springing “up “ in indiscriminate competi-

These territories 
have a population of 25,000,000. They 
have sprung within the lifetime of the 
present generation from savagery to a 
respectable stage of civilisation ; and men 
who can remember the practice of human 
sacrifice now travel in motor omnibuses 
through a prosperous land. Here, then, 
is one immense market awaiting develop- 
ment. In like fashion, if the standard 
of living can be raised, even by a little, 
in India, a vast new demand for English 
products will ensue. “To the unem- 
ployed man in Great Britain, Empire 
policy offers a new hope of improvement 
by showing the Empire as a world market 
in which the conditions are very largely 
under our own control.”

Road and Rail. 


The fierce competition of road transport 
during the last few yéars has dealt a 
heavy blow at the prosperity of the rail- 
ways both in Great Britain and in Ire- 
land. Shares have fallen at an alarming 
rate, and the Irish railways especially 
have been in a sorry way. It is comfort- 
ing to find, therefore, that there still are 
some who refuse to be disheartened and 
continue to believe in the future of the 
railways. In a speech at Wellborough 
yesterday Mr. J. H. Thomas, the well- 
known leader of fhe railway workers, 
declined to subscribe to the suggestion that 
the railways are “ down and out.” In his 
view they have struck “ a bad patch,’’ but 
they will emerge from their period. of 
depression in time, and will recover much, 
if not all, of their former prosperity. 
Mr. Thomas declares that the railways 
still are, and must continue to be, the 
arteries for national trade and 
commerce. Road transport, undoubtedly, 
serves a very useful purpose. Throughout

Those 
weird sisters “ prophesying with accents 
terrible ” and filling the stage with a sense 
of impending doom, only are the beginning 
of the trouble. Should not the People’s 
Theatre also cut out allusions to “ lament- 
ings heard i’ the air, strange screams of 
death,” to virtues that “ plead like angels

on Saturday. These additions will enrich 
a collection which already deserves to be a 
source of municipal pride. The sum which 
is available each year for the purchase of 
new pictures and drawings is not very 
cousiderable, but it appears that the 
Director and the Board of Governors 
expend it to excellent advantage. The 
acquisitions which have been made by the 
Gallery during the past half-centyry now 
are valued, in a monetary sense, at many 
times the total sum for which they were 
purchased. The Gallery also has been 
fortunate in receiving valuable gifts. One 
of the recent gifts, which was exhibited on 
Saturday, was a portrait by the Irish- 
American artist, Gilbert Stuart, of John 
Shaw, the first Irishman to be naturalised 
a citizen of the United States. This paint- 
ing was presented ‘to the Gallery by Mr. 
Stephenson Scott, of New York, to com- 
memorate his meeting in America with 
President Cosgrave. Another recent addi- 
tion is a panel, “Joseph Selling Corn in 
Egypt,’’ which is one of the best examples 
of the work of Lastinan, a seventeenth- 
century Dutch artist. A chalk-drawing of 
this panel by Rembrandt, it is interesting 
to note, exists in Venice.

It was the 
only performance of Wallace’s popular opera, 
and it was not surprising’ in the circum- 
stances to find every available seat in the 
house taken. There was, one felt, a different 
atmosphere about this opera possibly be- 
cause of the familiarity of the audience. with 
the beautiful ballads which are contained in 
the opera.

' The men were a fine trio, all capable actors 
and singers. William Boland, despite a:very 
bad throat, sang the part of Don Cesar with 
the rollicking, but yet not rowdy touch that 
the part ‘ requires. Mr. Hubert Dunkerly 
made the character of Don Jose always in- 
teresting, his singing being artistic. in the 
highest degree. Mr. Leslie Jones was a 
fascinating King of. Spain, and sang the part 
with rare understanding. He has had a very 
successful season, and has sung himself into 
all hearts. 

At the close of the opera the artists were 
recalled again and again; and, finally, in re- 
spouse to an insistent call, Mrs. Phillips 
came before the curtain, and in a short speech 
apologised for the absence of her husband, 
who was detained in.

Soxmy Nicer. 

Last night’s bulletin from Buckingham 
Palace was regarded with some little dis- 
appointment, , since it gontained the 
‘intimation that the patient was fatigued, 
but the one issued this morning was con- 
sidered as of a more reassuring character. 
To-night’s bulletin, however, gave rise to 
considerable disquietude. The King’s 
doctors -have that most seious of 
words in connection with the -health of a 
royal personage—‘‘ anxiety.’’ It 18 obvious 
now that, unless the reserve forces of the 
patient are sufficient to carry off the weak. 
ness mentioned in the bulletin, a serious 
crisis is at hand. In London to-day 
le have been talking of nothing but 
the King and his illness. and the deepest 
sympathy is expressed with the Queen and 
the Royal Family in. their most tryin: 
circumstances. The general hope to-night 
is that the morning’s bulletin will be of a 
more hopeful character. It has been 
thought up to yesterday that the King was 
on the way to convalescence, since the 
doctors were understood to be satisfied that 
their treatment was having the expecte 
result. and that the physique of the King 
would stand the strain placed upon it. 


Public Anxiety. 


Crowds of people waited 
Buckingham Palace to-day in the hope of 
learning something of the condition of the 
King, but nothing transpired until the 
evening bulletin was published. In 
response to the desire of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, special prayers were offered 
in the churches this morning, afd in a 
number of them the early lulletin was 
read frém* the pulpit. All ranks and 
classes are united to-day in hoping for a 
favourable answer to these prayers.

Reparations. 

As long ago as September 19th it was 
decided that there should be an inquiry 
by experts into the question of -German 
reparations,’ and it is understood that 
there was another step forward yesterday 
when a communication was received here 
from Rome giving the views of the Italian 
Government on the character of the reply 
which should be sent to Berlin, answerinc 
a communication from there suggestinz 
the constitution of the Committee. This 
is a sample of the delays attending the 
formation of a body of experts, and the 
British Government, though anxious to 
hasten the proceedings, is unable to do 


anything. The real and practical question 


at the moment, it is pointed out in diplo 
matic circles, is whether and when the 
French* Government will decide that the 
inquiry shall take place.. Such a decision 
once made, delays would disappear. It is 
interesting to note “that Sir Willham 
Tyrrel], British Ambassador in Paris, is 
spending the week-end at Chequers, (t= 
cussing the difficulties of the situation 
with the Prime Minister. 


The House of Lords. 


Lord Clarendon’s motion for the reform 
of the House of Lords will give rise to an 
interesting debate in the House of Lords 
on Thursday, if nothing else comes out of 
it. The attitude assumed by the Govern. 
ment ‘towards this question is well known 
to all parties, and there seems to be no 

ossibility of reform of the Upper House 

fore the general election. Lord Claren- 
don’s proposition that the House should 
be reconstituted with a membership of 
three hundred peers, half hereditary but 
elected, and half temporary and nomi- 
nated .by the Crown, is certainly in- 
genious, but scarcely practical, because no 
scheme advanced for reform by the peers 
themselves is likely to find acceptance in 
the House of Commons, where opinion 
seems to be hopelessly divided on this im- 
portant question. 


De-Rating, 


The first effect of the new “ de-rating ” 
proposals of the British Government was 
seen yesterday; when there came into 
operation certain reductions: in ~ freight 
charges for particular elasses. of coal and 
agricultural traffic. Ten per cent. in 
carriage charges in respect of agricultural 
freights were taken off manure in bulk, 
oil cakes, milling offals and certain crops 
for animal feeding, © brewers’ grains, 
potatoes, fresh milk and live-stock. A 
railway official stated yesterday that the 
companies’ did not get direct advantage 
from the lowering of rates, but hoped: in 
time that the traffic returns would go up. 
It was early yet to indicate the change of 
position in terms of figures. . The “ de- 
rating ” povisions of the Local Govern- 
ment Bill, taken as a whole, will riot 
begin to operate until October 1, 1929 ; but 
the present part of the “ de-rating ” 
scheme has been accelerated ‘with the 
approval of all parties, with the object ,of 
providing some measure of assistance, par- 
ticularly to the coal and steel industries, 
ten months in advance of the date when 
the rating reform proposals are=due ‘to 
take effect. 


Agricultural Credits 


Satisfaction -is expressed by the Corn 
servative Parliamentary Agricultural Com. 
mittee with regard to the initial working 
of the short-term part of the Agricultural 
Credits Act, which was passed last session. 
Farmers in increasing numbers are taking 
advantage of the credits, which are-of con- 
siderable benefit to the agricultural in- 
dustry. The long-term credits,. however, 
have yet to be put into operation, and on 
this subject the Parliamentary Committee 
1s urging that the full Act should become 
operative at the earliest possible moment. 


A “ Wirelesa”’ Beacon. 


Invented and developed by the technical 
branch of the Royal Air Force, a new 
““wireless ” beacon is being erected by the 
Air Ministry at Orfordness, on the East 
Coast of England. It will have a range of 
two hundred miles, and thus will inelude 
in its radius the English Channel, the 
North Sea and the Bristol Channel. The 
transmitter revolves in somewhat the same 
manner as the light of a lighthouse, but 
the reyolving beam is not a light, but a 
Intended to serve for 
assisting both air and marine navigation, 
it is entirely automatic in its action, no 
‘‘ wireless ” operator being required for its 
working. 


The King's Roll. 


According to the figures furnished by 
the King’s Roll National Council, about 
380,000 disabled ex-Service men are em- 
ployed by the 27,500 companies, local 
authorities, and other employers on the 
Roll. Nearly 600 local authorities have 
adopted the principle of ‘restricting con- 
tracts to firms whose names appear on the 
Roll. Apart from the 8,000 men who are 
only capable of employment of a light 
nature, there are about 13,000 disabled 
ex-Service men registered as unemployed, 
and it is hoped that when industrial con- 
ditions improve many of these will be 


absorbed.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Saturday. 

At seven minutes past midnight: this 
morning a violent earthquake was felt, 
embracing the territory between Val- 
paraiso and ‘Chillan. There was no 
material or personal damage in Val- 
paraiso or Santiago. 

The greatest intensity of the shock was 
experienced in Curico, and especially in 
Talca, telephones and telegraphs south of 
Graneros being interrupted. 

Further shocks of minor intensity 
occurred at 1.30 a.m. and 5.20 a.m. 

The first news from Talca was received 
in Santiago at 9 o'clock this morning in a 
wireless message intercepted by a me sir 
flying school close to Santiago. This re- 
ported serious damage, great loss of life 
and many injured, and. also that a large 
number of buildings had been entirely 
demolished. 

General Bartolome Blanche, the 
Minister for War, left for Talea by aero- 
plane this morning to take charge of the 
city.

Present official estimates give a total of 
98 deaths in the earthquake in Chile and 
240 injured, but reports are meagre, and 
the full extent of the damage and loss of 
life is not expected to be known for some 
days. The Government is making every 
effort to give speedy relief, but is 
hampered by broken communications. 

The town of Talca, with 36.000 in- 
habitants, appears to have suffered most, 
and Santa Cruz. Chillan, Curico Pelequen, 
Huique, .Paipilla- and Peralillo are other 
towns from which reports of serious 
damage come. 

The Minister of War. on his return from 
Talea, said: ‘The havoc in Talca is in- 
describable.. The city is almost in ruins. 
The only building undamaged is the State 
Capitol.’’ 

The hospital and first-aid buildings are 
included in the destruction, making the 
treatment of the injured difficult. 

One survivor from Talea declares that 
bodies were lying in the streets after mid- 
night. The inhabitants, filled with terror. 
passed the night in .the streets and 
squares. Some fled to the fields. 

““ Fire,” he says, “added to the danger 
and distress, and martial law was pro-

LIKELY TO BE RATIFIED 
BY U.S. CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, : Sunday. 
At noon tomorrow the seventieth 
Congress will assemble for its last or 
“short” session. The programme of 
pending legislation is alone sufficient to 


| fill the ninety days of its existence to 
| overflowing, and the attempt, which is 


certain to be made, to add large and con- 
tentious questions like the tariff to the 
programme as it stands almost denies 
the hope that congestion in the closing 
hours can be avoided. 

There may even be administrative, as 
distinct from political, reasons why a 
special session of the new Congress should 
be called shortly after March 4, 1929, 
though the suggestion is now made that 
this should be deferred until September. 

From the point of view of the world 
outside the United States, the two ques- 
tions of chief importance are the genera! 
pact for the renunciation of war and the 
ill for the construction of fifteen 10,000- 
ton cruisers and one aircraft carrier, but 
this priority in interest does not neces- 
sarily extend to Congress itself. 

When the farmers are crying out for 
“relief,” and when both industria! and ' 
agricultural interests of all kinds are 
ready to demand increases in almost every 
schedule of the tariff, the average Senator 
or member of the House of Representa- 
tives is inclined to consider discussion of 
foreign affairs as a waste of time rather 
than a national duty.

pictures, signed and dated 1612, and was 
in an pele sor, state of preservation. It 
commemorated his association with Rem- 
brant in a unique manner, for it was 
copied by Rembrandt in a chalk drawing 
to be found to-day in the Albertina 
Gallery at Vienna. 

A little picture of “The Begrar seated 
by the door of a Cathedral” was, for a long 
time considered to be a work by Jan 
Vermeer himself, on the strength of a forged 
ignature appearing on the cartouche to th: 
left. This having been removed the signa- 
ture and date, “J. C. J. Hasselt, 1659,'’ were 
found. This was the only work in existence 
authoritatively attributed to him. The 
Gallery was fortunate enough to secure it for 


Above the Hasselt was a little portrait of 
a Princess of the House of Austria. by 
Joseph Seisseneger, one of the best and rarest 
masters of the early German school. 

THE ONLY EXAMPLE. 

There is no other work of the type or 

in the Gallery. It was bought from 

. Benedict, from whom also the Gailery 
bought a charming iittle portrait of an Old 
Lady by an y Franco-Flemish master 
whose identity is unknown, but who is 

ally called “the Master of the Tired 
Eyes.” The portrait of a young lady to the 
right of the Hasselt is by Thomas Wyck. 
Next to it is a picture hy Hubert Robert, 
representing the apotheosis of Jean Jacques 
Rodseau. Tt is signed and dated by the 
artist at thé base of the foremost column ic 
the left. í 

It cost £1,150, said the Director, but that 
was by no means dear for a really good 
Hubert Robert, and since its purchase he hac 
had the satisfaction of learning that the 
Freneh Minister for Fine Arts declared that 
it was a picture which should not have been 
allowed to leave France. 

Director next drew attention to the 
silvery Jandscape by Jean Siefrechts, perhaps 
the greatest and rarest of the Flemish land- 
scape painters of the seventeenth century. 
This picture is one of the Antwerp group, 
si and dated at Antwerp on the shaít of 
the cart. ‘The portrait to the right is by 
the now greatly sought after Irish-American 
painter, Gilbert Stnart. It represents a 
romantic character, John Shaw, who was the 
first Irishman to be aturalised as a citizen 
of the United States. It was presented to 
the Gallery by Mr. Steplhenson Scott. New 
York, to commemorate his meeting with Mr. 
Cosgrave, President of the Executive Council, 
during his visit to America. 

To the right, again, is a little pictuce by 
the Roman painter, Domenico Feti; and, close 
by, a tograph of another picture by him 
which is now in the Gallery at Dresden. The 
Director found the picture in Belfast; and, as 
he got it for a small sum, he asked the board 
to allow him to present it to the Gallery. 

Another picture pointed out is a good 
picture by the early Dutch master, 
Claes van der Hecke, signed and dated 
1651. There are four drawings selected from 
seventy sketches done by Sydney Hall at the 
Parnell Commission, presented by his son. 

EXCEPTION FOR MR. SHAW. 

A picture of Mr. Bernard Shaw is by the 
Hon. John Collier, and was given by Mrs. 
Shaw upon condition that the Board should 
waive their usual rule and hang it in the 
National Portrait Gallery during the subject's 
lifetime. ‘‘My Board,’ said the Director, 
‘hesitated a little in accepting the picture on 
this condition, but the generosity of the gift, 
the fame of Mr. Shaw, and the likelihood that 
otherwise it might not be possible to put it on 
view for thirty or forty years to come, in- 
duced them, I think, in the end to decide 
upon hanging it at once. It is a remarkably 
good likeness. Whatever one may think of 
Mr, Shaw’s opinion, there can be no doubt 
that -he deserves immoriality in our Irish 
Nalhalla, and I would remind those who may 
dislike some of his opinions intensely that the 
Board long ago very properly decided that 
even personages like Cromwell should have 
their portraits hung in the national collection. 
having regard to their intimate connection 
with Irish history. 

Having shown a picture of Joseph, second 
Earl Leeson, by Pompeii Batoni, presented 
by Lord Cloncurry; portraits of Father 
Dinneen, by the late J. B. Yeats, R.H.A.., 
presented by his son, Senator Yeats; and 


John Redmond, by Henry Jones Thaddeus, | 


the Director pointed to a picture by the late 
Charles Russell, R.H.A:, representing the 
celebration of the centenary of the death of 
Daniel O'Connell! and the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of his monument in Sackville street. 
To the right of this picture is a portrait of 
Francis Hutchinson, M D., by Robert Hunter, 
Beside it is a modern work by an Irishman, 
recently deceased, Norman Garston, who be- 
came one of the founders and most prominent 
members of the Newlyn School. The picture 
was given by his widow. 

One of the portraits in the exhibition is the 
work of one of the great modern portrait 
painters, Mademoiselle Louise Breslau 

The drawings included a sketch in water 
colours of Mr. Charles McEvoy, the dramatist, 
by the Irish artist, Ambrose McEvoy, .given 
by the artist’s widow; a monochrome water 
colour, by Leonard de Konich;“a late Dutch 
artist, and a characteristically fine drawing 
hy Nicholas Poussin. 

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

The last picture to which the Director drew 
attention, and the most important of all, was 
‘The Village Wedding,” which Pieter 
Brenghel, the younger; signed and dated in 
1620. Pictures by the great Pieter Breughel 
the First, he said, are now practically un- 
obtainable: only one or two remain in 
private possession. Those by his son, 
whose work is often mistaken for 
that of his father, are almost as rare, and the 
public gallery which possesses a good example 
is very fortunate. No other artist of that 
time expresses with such gusto and energy 
easantry of seventeenth 
century Flanders. Most of the pictures of 
Pieter Breughel the younger are derived from 
those of his father and exist in several ver- 
sions, This picture was probably one of 
those inspired by his father, and a well- 
known version | it’ exists in the Johnston 
Collection in Philadelphia. The Johnston pic- 
ture is not signed, and Dr. Hullin de Loo 
does not admit that it is actually by either 
of the Breughels, though it is possibly from 
the studio of the son. This, therefore, was 
an  wnusually important discovery. The 
beauty of its handling will not appear fully 
until it has been cleaned and varnished. It 
appears just as a Dublin dealer took it from 
an Irish mansion a short while ago.

Moscow Pravda, in a stern article 
reproves foreign correspondents stationed 
at Moscow, and accuses them oi dissemi- 
nati re s concerning e cro 
saben canoes reprisals of the Soviet 
Government against the richer peasants 
as entirely without foundation, and _ 
that they merely serve to increase the 
false impression abroad as to the 
country’s internal condition. 

The correspondents are reminded that 
they are guests of the Soviet Government, 
and must not write news which is dis- 
paraging to their host. 


MORE MURDERS. 

Meanwhile reports of the activities of 
peasants, who are murdering Communist 
officials, burning model Government 
farms, libraries and clubs; continue to 
occupy first page columns of the various 
Moscow newspapers, while a smal! item, 
ublished in the IJsvestia, reveals that 
tween October, 1927, and October, 1928, 
there were 110,000 incendiary fires re- 
ported throughout Russia, of which 
ninety per cent. involved Government 
properties or the homes of Communist 
officials. 

In the majority of these cases the 
peasant incendiaries worked unpunished. 


PEASANT RISING. 

The situation is at its worst in White 
Russia, where peasant uprisings have 
been steadily increasing since the harvest, 
and, thus far, the garrisons have been 
unable to collect the produce tax, which 
is making beggars of the peasants and 
arousing them to further outbreaks. 

The revolt in White Russia has become 
serious enough to threaten railway com- 
munications. 

Newspapers of both Moscow and the 
Ukraine..remain silent. concerning the 
famine areas of Central Ukraine. It is 
this district where the Jsvestia announced 
a month ago that four million -peasants 
were threatened with starvation. 

It is now admitted, however, that the 
large cities are being drained of their 
bread supply by peasants of the surround. 
ing districts, who are standing in long 
queues, with the workers, outside Govern- 
ment bakeries in order to obtain their 
daily ration of one and a half pounds. 

The Soviet Communications reports that 
it has been necessary to increase third 
class accommodation for peasants travel- 
ling between the good and bad harvest 
districts carrying sacks of grain and flour. 
The passengers are permitted to carry one 
hundred ponnd sack of flour on eac 
journey, but the Commissariat has recom- 
mended that this amount be decreased. 

Meanwhile, with the winter season 
under way, the famine districts are 
spredding, and diplomatic: representations 
at Moscow are anticipating more serious 
trouble in February and March.

BOOK-BURNING IN GALWAY.

LIBRARY SUB-COMMITTEE’S 
‘“ EXPLANATION,” 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


GALWAY, Saturday. 

At a meeting to-day of the County Galway 
Libraries Committee the following report 
was read from the Sub-Committee, to which 
had been referred the question of the burning 
of certain books which had been withdrawn 
from circulation :— 

“Contingent on the co-operation of the 
Archbishop of Tuam and the clergy of the 
county generally, as well as the intention of 
the scheme after the dissolution of “the Trish 
advisory committee of the Carnegie Trust in 
1924, it was agreed the catalogue of the then 
circulating stock of libraries be submitted to 
the Archbishop of: Tuam. Certain books 


‘were strongly objected to, and on instrac- 


tions from the Carnegie Trust the books and 
all existing copies of ¢atalogues were with- 
drawn. 

They may be classified as :~Treatises on 
philosophy and religion which were definitely 


anti-Christian works; novels of the following 


type—(1) Complete franknéss in words in 
dealing with sex matters; (2) insidious or 
categorical denunciation of marriage or 
glorification of the unmarried mother and the 
mistress; (3) the glorification of physical 
passion; (4) contempt of ‘the proprieties or 
conventions; (5) the details and the stressing 
of morbidity, 

“The events related took place between 
December, 1924, and February, 1925, and the 
hooks in question never formed part of the 
siock handed over to the County Council 
when they took over control of the library. 

‘* Since the disposal of the books in question 
was at the expressycommand of the Carnegie 
Trust at a date prior to the taking over of 
the scheme by the County Council and thus 
In pursuit of an agreement to which the 
Council’s Library Committee was never a 
party, the Sub-Committee feel the discussion 
of this matter is irrelevant, and that no useful 
purpose can be served in continuing it. By 
some oversight several of these books got into 
circulation, and strong complaints had been 
made to members of the Committee about 


them, 

Mr. James Lee proposed that the report 
be adopted, and r.

TORD TENNYSON. 

Lord Tennyson died yesterday morning at 
his residence, Ferringford, Freshwater, Isle 
of Wight, aged seventy six years. He had 
been ill for about a week with congestion ol 
the lungs. 3 

The Rt. Hon. Hallam, second Baron 
Tennyson, K.C.M.G., was the elder son of 
the Poet Laureate, Alfred, first Baron Tenny- 
son, and succeeded to the title in 1892. He 
was educated at Marlborough and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and for some years he 
acted as secretary to his father. He was 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of South 
Australia from 1899 to 1902, when he became 
the first Acting-Governor-General of the 
Commonwealth, p which he served for two 
years as Governor-General. 

(Úw his return from Australia Lord Tennyson 
spent most of his time at Farringford, the 
amily seat, and every year he threw the 
grounds open to visitors, a privilege that was 
greatly prized by Americans. 
a nee was as Chairman of a League 
of Nations. meeting in his grounds two years 
ago.. He had been Deputy-Governor of the 
Isle of Wight since 1915, and was President 
of the Felk Song Society. Among his publica- 
tions are “Jack and the Beanstalk,’ illus- 
trated by R. Caldecott; and a memoir, 
“Alfred, Lord Tennyson,” published five 
years after the Poet Laureate’s death. He 
edited Charles Tennyson Tarner’s collected 
sonnets, and in 1908 edited the Eversley 
edition of ‘*The Complete Works of Tenny- 
son,” with his own and his father’s notes. 

Lord Tennyson owned a fine collection of 
modern , pictures by G, F. Watts, R.A.; 
Briton Riviere, R.A:, Hubert Herkomer, 
R.A.; Holman Hunt, R. Doyle and E. Lear.

MH. JUSTICE SALTER. 


Mr. Justice Salter died suddenly at his 
residence, Queen Anne’s. Mansions, London, 
on last Friday night, aged 69 years.. He had 
presided at a meeting of the Railway and 
Canal Commission during the day. At night 
he was sitting, talking to hie wife, when he 
had a heart seizure, and died within a few 
minutes. Sir Arthur Cavell Salter was the 
son of Dr. Hyde Salter, F.R.S. Educated at 
King’s College, London, he was called to the 
Bar in 1865, and in 1904 he took silk. In 
1906 he was elected Conservative member of 
Parliament for Basin 
that constituency «till 1917; when he was 
appointed a judge of the High.Court. Sir 
Arthur’s quiet humour had earned him the 
nick-name of ‘‘ Dry. Salter.’’ One of the most 
important cases tried by Mr. Justice Salter 
was that of Horatio Bottomley at the Old 
Bailey in 1922. He was one of the most pains- 
taking judges on the English Bench. 


DR. MICHAEL M, DAVITT. 


With deep regret will be learned the death, 
at his residence in Galway on Saturday last, 
of Dr. Michael Martin Davitt, physician to 
the Central Hospital, Galway. e cause of 
death was tetanus, which developed with 
startling suddenness, for he had been attend- 
ing to his professional duties in the early 
part of Friday. 

Dr. Davitt was the eldest son of Mr. 
Michael Davitt, one of the most eonspicuous 
Irishmen of his day, who earned in a singular 
degree the respect of his sincerest opponents, 
Before going to Galway eight years ago, upon 
the foundation of the Central Hospital, he 
had a distinguished career, both as a practi- 
tioner and as a student. At the University 
College, Dublin, from which he graduated in 
science and in medicine, he held a high repu- 
tation among his professors as well as his 
fellow-students. It was due to the esteem 
of both that he was elected to the first 
Governing Body of his College, under the 
new Charter, by the votes of the graduates, 
while he was still a medical student. 

He took an honour d as Bachelor of 
Science in Anatomy and Physiol in 1811, 
and three years later he came out first in the 
first honour list of graduates in Medicine, 
Surgery and Obstetrics. In 1917. he was 
oe to the responsible post of Visiting 

ysician to Jervis Street Hospital, Dublin. 

In outdoor sports Dr. Davitt was as ardent 
as in studies. and was prominent as a for- 
ward in Rugby football. At the time of his 
death he was President of the Connaught 
Branch of the Rugby Football Union, and all 
peone Rugby matches in the province have 

suspended out of respect for his memory, 

He was an enthusiast in music, and was 

— in the organisation of the coming 
chubert centenary festival in Galway. 

Dr. Davitt was not an active politician, but 
he was a supporter of the existing Free State 
Government, by whom he was nominated as 
a candidate for the coming election to the 
Senate. 

Universal sympathy will be felt with his 
mother and sister, as with his two brothers, 
Circuit, Court J Cahir Davitt and Dr.

Mr. P. Hoey, hon. general secretary of 
the Civil Service Conf ion of on. 
proposed the toast of.“ The Saorstat Civil 
Service.’ He said that when the Treaty was 
signed there was a good deal of misgiving 
on the other side of the Channel. There 
were wiseacres who said, “ Now we see 
if they can govern themselves.” “They over- 
looked the important fact that Governments 
do not matter; what mattered was the Civil 
Service behind the Government. (A use.) 
He said in all sincerity of the Ir im 
State that, it had been extraordinarily | 
in its Civil Service. Undoubtedly the strong 
position which the Free State held in the 
comity of nations was the result of the 
work and services which the civil servants 
had put into it. It was about time that the 
Ministers and heads of departments denied 
the slanders made about civil servants. They 
themselves were muzzled—*bey could not go 
into the Press; bat the Ministers who were 
responsible for the various departments were 
able to get up in the Dail and tell the truth 
about the eivil servants, and it was about 
time they did go. The work and conditions 
of the Service were not easy, yet the Free 
State Civil Service had remained loyal 
throughout. It was a tradition of the Civil 
Service that they did their duty impartially 
between man and man and without any 
regard to political expediencies. The manner 
in which they had maintained that tradition 
was a thing of which they might justly be 
proud. (Applause.) 

The toast was honoured. 

THE STANDARD OF LIVING. 

The Chairman, in reply, said that their 
object was to march hand in hand with the 
Civil Servants of Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain. He was anxious to correct an im- 
pression that might go out because of the 
necessaril curtailed report of their congress 
in the Dublin morning papers. It might 
be gathered from it that civil servante were 
prepared to consider a “cut” in their 
salaries. That was not so. What he had 
referred to on the previous night was an 
agreement, which they, as reasonable le, 
were willing to agree to, by which any reduc- 
tion in the cost of living must be reflected 
in a reduction of the salaries paid seven years 
ago, and as the cost of living fell they agreed 
that the bonus should be cut accordingly. 
They would oppose any attempt to cat down 
their salaries, or any attempt to force down 
the modest. standard of living of civil 
servants. Security of tenure was another 
essential for civil servants—it was the 
material link that bound them to the State 
service.

AN APPEAL ON BEHALF OF 


THE POOR. 


The Feast of St. Andrew, the patron saint 
of the parish, was celebrated at Westland 
row Church, Dublin, yesterday, when the 
Rev. J. MacDermott Moran, O.M.I., preached 
an eloquent sermon on “ Charity ” at tweive 
o'clock High Mass. The Right Reéyv. 
Monsignor Dunne, Vicar-General, Donny- 
brook, presided. The celebrant of the High 
Mass was the Rev. E. McSweeney; deacon, 
the Rev. T. F. O'Rahilly, D.D., and sub- 
reacon, the Rev. M. Boylan. The Rev. P. J. 
Raiter, C.C., was master of ceremonies. 

The music of the Mass was by Ravinello, 
and was sung by a choir of 60 voices, boys 
and men, under the conductorship of- Mr. 
Louis O’Brien. 

In the course of his sermon, Father Moran 
said that there were«many charitable objects 
that appealed to the ple’s generosity, 
of which the most deserving were the poor, 
ill-clad and miserably-féd, the orphans on 
the waves of the world, with no one to care 
for them; and the tiny baby in the créche, 
than whom were none more helpless. The 
silent majesty of their beautiful church, of 
which they were justly proud, also made its 
appeal to the people’s generosity, to see that 
it was kept in a manner becoming such a 
noble edifice. The last of the deserving ob- 
jects was the maintenance of the poor schools, 
on which so many were dependent for their 
upbringing and preparation for the battle of 
life, which. were heavily handicapped by their 
poor circumstances. 

The cause, in which he made his appeal, 
Father Moran went on to say, was the cause 
of causes—the cause of the poor. God 
tolerated the inequality of fortune’s distribu- 
tion; but, alas, there was added to that 
inequality a further distinction which God 
had never intended to come between rich 
and poor, and that was the almost unsur- 
mountable barrier of pride and haughtiness, 
which produced a disregard of the poor, and 
sometimes utter indifference, as though the 
rich and the poor were placed on entirely 
different grades in the eyes of the Common 

Yet, if they took away the advan- 
tages that one class had over the other they 
would find that there was no difference be- 
tween them.

Wit- 
ness told the non-commissioned officer of the 
military that the Guards must be protected.

The shots, 
however, did not appear to deter the crowd, 
who tried further to attack the Guards. 

Witness perceived that if the crowd in the 
house came out and attacked the Guards the 
soldiers would have to fire on the crowd to 
protect the civil power, the attackers out- 
numbering them by ten to one. Realising 
the danger, he decided to withdraw the 
Guards, the whole proceedings having lasted 
about half-an-hour. Two Guards and himeelf 
were medically treated.

This would un- 
doubtedly create a favourable impression 
generally, Manufacturers and traders would 
be able to finance their requirements more 
cheaply, and the advent of really cheap
